OTTAWA.  Aur  S.— The  nows  of 
President  Hardlna's  death  came  sa  a 
treat  shook  to  the  caplui  of  Canada 
tonlabt.  as  it  was  believed  here  that 
he  was  on  the  road  to  recovery. 

The  Prime  Minister,  Rt.  Hon.  W.  L. 
Mackensie  Klna,  is  out  of  the  city, 
and  In  his  absence  Rt.  Hon.  W.  B. 
Fleldina.  IClntater  of  Finance,  ex- 
pressed the  deep  sympathy  of  the 
people  of  Canada  with  the  Amorlean 
people  in  their  loss. 

Mr.  FlHldlM's  muma 
"pn  aocooqt  of  hU  reoaat  vtslt  to 
Caaada,"  said  Hon.  Mr.  Pleldlng. 
"Prealdent  Harding  was  a  little  closer 
than  usust  to  the  people  of  Canada. 
When  the  flrat  ne».«i  of  his  aerioua  III- 
neaa  came,  there  waa  general  sorrow 
here.  Hnd  this  waa  followed  by  re- 
lief when  word  came  that  he  was 
calalna  grooad.

How  Mr  ll.jrdmg  me.isured  up  to 
tho  task  before  him  must  be  left  to 
the  historUn,  but  his  friends  said 
that  comlna  to  the  presidency  as  he 
did.  with  an  open  mind,  a  desire  for 
counsel  and  an  intimate  knowledge 
of  the  processes  of  government,  ac- 
ijuired  In  hl.-i  .■?ervirp8  In  the  .'Senate, 
he  wa.'n  the  type  of  man  DJcaed  for 
the  job  at  such  a  tlmo.

MR.  HARDIMO^  DBATM 

The  death  oi  Mr.  UAfien  O. 
Harding,  Prealdwit  of  tli«  United 
.States,  at  a  moment  when  he  was  be- 
lieved to  be  recovering  from  the  lU- 
neaa  which  overtook  him  ihortly 
after  leavmK  this  Province,  'v^ill  come 
as  a  profound  tbock  to  the  people  ot 
thia  continent,  as  well  aa  to  the  worW 
at  large.  The  .Kroerlcaa  pe  .(.U  \>rrc 
congratulating  themaeWea  that  what- 
ever criiis  there  may  have  been  in  hia 
illnesa  wa»  wecetafuny  passed  and 
that  it  was  only  a  question  of  a  short 
time  before  he  would  be  able  to 
make  the  trip  hack  to  U  a.hington. 
The  unexpected  happened,  .and  one 
of  the  safeat  and  most  steacffaat  of 
Preaideata  of  recent  years  has  gone 
to  his  rest.  The  journey  which  Mr. 
Harding  undertook  to  Alaska  taxed 
hia  strength  too  much.  The  strain 
imposed  on  him  made  him  a  bad  sub- 
ject to  withstand  his  illness. 

la  hia  death  the  United  States  has 
loat  a  Cl)i«  f  I'.xciutivc  who  liad  won 
the  confidence  of  his  own  people  and 
earned  the  respect  and  approbation 
of  all  other  nations.  He  was  never 
apectafular  in  the  position  ol  I'resi- 
dent.  He  believed  in  solid  policies, 
and    in    niakinK    haste  sl-.wly.  -M- 

 though  btawMhly  Uuc  tu  tia  yoUUcal 

faith  he  never  allowed  party  bias  to 
sway  his  judgment  in  tli>-  (m  ruse  of 
hii  hiKli  office.  He  stood  in  the  same 
relationship  to  American  policies  as 
Mr.  Bonar  Law  clid  t,,  tli^st'  in  Cirnt 
liritiiiiu  The  people  of  the  United 
iitates  wanted  a  period  of  tranquility; 
they  were  hankering  for  normal 
times;  they  wanted  attention  concen- 
trated on  their  internal  affairs,  and 
they  chose  Mr.  Harding  and  tlic 
policies  of  the  Republican  Tarty  to- 
insure  their  wishes  would  be  respect- 
ed. Mr.  Harding  was  a  factor  fn 
giving  his  country  what  his  country 
wanted,  and  because  of  this  he  will 
go  down  in  history  as  a  President 
who  made  Koml. 

The  dead  i'resideut  had  qualities 
and  characteristlee  whieh  inspired  re- 
spect, if  not  enthusiasm.  His  news- 
paper experience  made  him  a  man 
of  broad  vision  and  one  who  realised 
that  there  are  always  two  ^i>K■s  to 
any  question.  There  were  few  occu- 
pants of  White  House  less  sub- 
jected to  criticism,  and  there  was 
never  any  suspicion  attached  to  auy 
course  of  action  which  the  late 
Presklent  took.  Both  in  his  aspira 
tions  and  in  his  actions  he  waa  big 
and  broad,  and  had  he  lived  he  would 
most  probably  have  left  a  deep  im- 
pression on  the  liistory  of  his  coun- 
try. As  it  is,  comparatively  short  as 
his  term  of  office  hai  been,  it  will 
be  rcnicmhcrcil  always  as  a  time  of 
solidity  in  adniinislratioii  and  high 
probity  in  office. 

Outside  tlie  I'nitrd  States  the  late 
President  Harding  has  a  claim  tu 
fame,  as  unusual  as  it  is  likely  to  be 
producthra  of  permanent  results,  lie 
it  was  who  summoned  the  chief 
Powers  to  a  conference  at  Washing- 
tin  to  dieeusia  the  question  of  limit- 
ing naval  armaments.  The  Naval 
Limiutions  Treaty  is  a  tribute  to  the 
•  desire  for  world  peace  which  always 
actuated  the  late  President.  That 
Treaty  remains  a  monument  to  his 
fame  It  can  be  observed  and  re- 
newed when  the  time  comes  as  a 
perpetual  reminder  of  the  Harding 
regime.  It  is  a  concrete  effort  to 
remove  one  of  Hhc  causes  which  in 
the  past  has  had  a  tendency  to  stir 
up  jealousies  between  nation^.  Had 
he  had  the  power,  I'rcsidcnt  Harding 
would  have  gone  farther  and  made 
the  limitation  of  competition  in  the 
building  np  of  armaments  even  more 
strict  than  at  present,  i  rom  liini 
came  the  incentive  for  the  boMinc 
of  the  international  conference  and 
his  motive  was  solely  a  desire  for 
world  peMa.

THB  COMPTON  PLAYBSt 


Tourists  arriving  from  the  Ameri 
can  side  have  been  ^ick  to  appre- 
ciate one  feature  of  entertainment 
provided  in  Victoria  which  they  have 
been  unable  to  enjoy  elsewhere  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  In  the  Compton 
I'layers  they  have  recognized  a  stock 
company  of  far  more  than  usual 
iiK  rir  and  have*  been  loud  in  their 
piaikc  that  such  enterprise  should  be 
shown  in  a  city  of  this  sise.  The  per- 
formances at  the  Playhouse  would 
seem,  therefore,  to  be  an  asset  to 
Victoria  from  the  tonrist  standpoint, 
and  they  are  appreciated  as  well  by 
a  band  of  play-going  Victorians  who 
have  recognized  that   Mr.  Francis 

Compton  is  an  actor  in  the  first  rank 
and  that  the  racrubcrs  of  his  support- 
ing company  are  thoroughly  equip- 
ped in  their  art. 

It  should  be  paeoted  out,  however, 
that  the  enterprise  of  the  Compton 
Players  has  only  been  posaibir  at 
very  great  sacriticcs  and  tiiai  iL  can- 
not be  sustained  without  moxi  gen- 
erous public  support.  The  difference 
between  success  and  fail«irer~ffona^« 
monetary  standpoint,  is  not  very 
great  in  a  venture  of  this  kind.  Prob- 
ably an  increase  in  the  house  of  some 
.SO  to  75  patrons  nigliily  would  be  suf- 
ficient to  insure  the  conliiiiiani  o  of 
the  pri  fornianrr-.  at  the  Playhouse 
which  iiavc  already  delighted  so  many 
audiences  and  which  attract  lovers  of 
the  dramatic  art  week  after  week  to 
see  the  Compton  Players.  It  may 
be  said  that  the  Playhouse  :s  kept 
open  during  the  Summer  months  so 
as  to  provide  amusement  for  the 
visitors  to  Victoria.  If  the  Compton 
Players  are  Ki  be  pcrsuadcd  to  stay 
here  through  the  Autumn  and  Win- 
ter months  that  will  only  be  possible 
tliriiui;li  a  regular  increase  in  the  at- 
tendances at  their  performances.  W  ith 
better  attendances  it  would  be  pos- 
.siblc  for  them  to  increase  the  per- 
sonnel o\  the  performing  castes  and 
enlarge  their  repertoire  of  plays.  It 
rests  with  Victorians  to  decide  the 
character  of  the  encouragement  they 
will  give  to  the  venture  of  this  stock 
company,  because  upon  their  en- 
couragement will  rest  the  perm.Tii- 
ency  of  the  entertainment  provided. 
Those  interefted  in  providing  amuse- 
ment for  our  visitors  should  be 
especially  eager  to  sec  that  it  is  not 
necessary  for  tha  Playhooaa  to  close 
its  doors.   ^  ♦ 

CANBSRltA 


Canberra,  the  new  political  capital 
of  Australia,  will  be  occupied  by  the 
Government  gf  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  and  the 
next  session  <jf  Parliament  is  to  be 
held  there.  Canberra  was  chosen  as 
a  capital  in  1908.  A  piece  of  land, 
embracing  900  square  miles,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Covernnient  by  -New 
South  Wales,  and  there,  in  191J, 
Lord  Den  man,  then  Governor-Gen- 
eral, laid  the  founrlation  stone  of  the 
new  i'arlianieiil  buildings.  Canberra 
is  204  miles  distant  from  Sydney.  A 
city  is  now  siiringin^  \\\>  .  n  ilic  site 
of  the  capital.  A  central  area  of  \i 
miles  square  has  been  set  askie  for 

thi-j  piiipose,  and  outside  of  this 
there  are  JdU^OOO  acres  available  for 
settlement  and  cnltivatioii.  It  ap- 
pears as  if  the  site  of  the  new  capital 
was  chosen  because  of  its  equable 
climate.  It  has  but  2S  inches  of  rain 
yearly;  the  mean  tcniperaturc  in 
Summer  is  about  6t  degrees  and  in 
Winter  42  degrees.  The  nights  arc 
always  cool,  and  taken  altogether  the 
climate  is  described  as  invigorating. 
It  is  a  tremendous  task  setting  up  a 
new  political  capital  The  expendi- 
ture on  Canberra  up  to  date  must  be 
considerable  and  it  will  cost  many 
millions  more  before  the  Parliament 
Uuildiiiiii  and  the  park  •  '  .  and 
other  public  buildings  an  imally 
ready.  Parliament  when  it  meets  in 
a  few  weeks  will  be  housed  in  tem- 
porary structures  because  Parliament 
House  is  not  yet  ready  for  occupa- 
tion. With  the  holding  of  the  Aus- 
tralian session  there  Canberra  will 
be  defiaitfly  placed  o«  the  mmp  of 
the  world.
